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Town Manager’s Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of 
Camden: 


The Town of Camden has suffered two losses with- 
in the past year which will be felt for a long time, in 
the passing of Orman Goodwin, Sr., to whom this Town 
Report is dedicated, and also in the death of Raymond 
W. Tibbetts, affectionately known as “Doc.” Also Har- 
old Brown has resigned because of poor health and Wil- 
lard Wight resigned as Harbormaster because of the 
demands of his business. Both have given years of 
valuable service to the Town. 


The coming of the judges to view the work of the 
Women’s Club gave the highway crew a special incen- 
tive to complete the spring clean-up early. This made 
it possible to start the reconstruction of Washington 
Street between Elm and Mechanic Streets in good sea- 
son. This was fortunate as complications involving 
sewers, water mains, underground telephone cables and 
drainage extended the work uncomfortably close to the 
summer season. 


Reconstruction of Washington Street from the 
Camden Tanning Corporation to the residence of Eu- 
gene Bracy was delayed for necessary state surveys so 
that the construction of a new drainage system at the 
tannery and the excavation and back-filling for the 
entire distance were all that could be completed before 
winter closed in. This leaves the laying of a drain with 
the necessary catch basins from Thomas Street to the 
Megunticook River and the laying of a hot top surface 
to be done. 


The Board of Selectmen purchased a John Deere 
front end loader with a backhoe to replace a consider- 
able lighter piece of equipment. With the added capac- 
ity available we will get much more satisfactory serv- 
ice. 


The Elm Sanitation Program was carried on as 
usual during the past year. The program consists of 
the removal of dead and dying elm wood early in the 
season before the beetles which spread the Dutch Elm 
Disease, if present, emerge from hibernation and fly to 
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other elms to feed. This moving from tree to tree is 
the method by which the disease is spread. The Town 
carries on this work on the streets and in trees on the 
street and property lines. We are very fortunate in 
having the support and cooperation of the Camden 
Garden Club which supplies supervision and funds to 
carry on sanitation work on private property in the 
compact part of the Town. We have also applied one 
spray for the Elm Leaf Beatle and a spray for aphids 
to the elms. We plan to apply a dormant spray this 
year in a further attempt to control the activities of 
the Elm Bark Beetle. As the first case of Dutch Elm 
Disease in Camden was found on Washington Street 
in an area where there are many valuable elms this 
third spray seems advisable as a further protection. 
It was inevitable that the disease would eventually hit 
Camden. All we can do is to limit its spread as far as 
possible and learn to live with it unless and until a cure 
can be found. 


The Board of Selectmen have held twelve regular 
meetings and twenty special meetings in addition to 
fifteen field trips in connection with assessing during 
the past year. They have spent considerable time 
studying the Preliminary Survey for Sewer Construc- 
tion in addition to holding five conferences with engi- 
neers. An article appears in the warrant for this an- 
nual town meeting for a final survey. 


Due to the inability of the State Department of 
Audit to audit the books of the Town, although they 
had been given over a year’s notice, we retained Dona- 
hue, Haverlock and Ronan, with offices on Bay View 
Street, Camden, to conduct our audit. The result is 
most satisfactory and the major part of the audit ap- 
pears elsewhere in this report. The complete audit in- 
cluding the supporting schedules may be examined by 
anyone interested either at the Town Office or at the 
Camden Public Library. The supporting schedules 
were omitted to reduce the expense of printing this re- 
port.

This has been a rather busy year, with a lot of ac- 
tivity in this office. 


In April we started with dog licenses, of which 
there were 460 dogs licensed. 


Note: Please cooperate with the Census takers 
when they call on you in April, so that we have a com- 
plete list of dogs with their correct AGE and SEX. 


Next came the Fishing Season. We sold 254 non- 
Resident licenses, representing 25 States and 3 Foreign 
Countries, namely: Portugal, France and the Virgin 
Islands. 


There were 433 Resident Fishing Licenses sold. 


In November came Deer Hunting, with 11 non-Res- 
ident Hunting Licenses, 5 Small Game Non-Resident 
Licenses, 333 Resident Combination Licenses and 483 
Resident Hunting Licenses being sold. 


During the year we have recorded: 713 recordings 
of Personal Property. 


123 Deaths of which 50 were Non-Resident. 
2 Fetal Deaths. 

45 Marriages. 

168 Births of which 103 were Non-Resident. 


Issued 282 Certified copies of Births, Marriages 
and Deaths. 


The New Commercial Code, which is the new filing 
system for recording Personal Property Mortgages, 
went into effect on December 31, 1964, and seems to be 
working very well.

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Notices To Taxpayers 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in the town 
or shall notify them in such other way as the town di- 
rects, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls, and all their estates, real and per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. If any resident owner after such notice does not 
bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right 
to make application to the Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he offers such lists with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time appoint- 
ed.

Notice to Veterans Desiring 
Tax Exemption 


Any veteran who desires to secure exemptions al- 
lowed by law, shall file written proof of entitlement 
on or before the 1st day of April with the Assessors 
of the town in which he resides, whereupon the Asses- 
sors shall grant exemption to such person while so 
qualified.

This report brings to an end the 1964 activities of 
the Fire Department. 


Sometimes we brag too hard and too long about 
what has happened during the year, last year of 1963 
we bragged of our Fire Loss not exceeding $5,000.00, 
this year of 1964 we have paid for it quite dearly as the 
total Fire Loss for the town of Camden comes to nearly 
$255,000.00. This of course was greatly enlarged by 
two fires that we had. Without these two fires our 
Fire Loss would again have been less than $5,000.00. 
The two fires amounted to $250,000.00. Very unfor- 
tunate.

This fall another of our regular patrolmen, Robert 
Knight, graduated from the Police School in Portland, 
as part of the local policy for in-service training in all 
phases of law enforcement. 


I wish at this time to thank the Town Manager, 
the Board of Selectmen, the heads of the various town 
departments, the police departments of neighboring 
towns, the State Police, our regular and special officers 
and the citizens of Camden for their cooperation during 
the past year.

Civil Defense Report for 1964 


Civil Defense is now recognized as a very impor- 
tant part of National Defense; so much so that it was 
recently placed under the Defense Department. 


With nuclear war a very real possibility and a 
thing which we will be faced with for the rest of our 
lives everyone should learn how to protect themselves 
from fallout and know what steps should be taken 
(now) before such a catastrophe happens. 


The goal of Civil Defense is to inform everyone in 
survival practices and eventually provide shelter space 
for the entire population of the United States. This is 
a long range program which will take years to com- 
plete. Each town and city will have to do much of this 
on their own. We, in the Town of Camden, are unfor- 
tunate in that we do not have any natural or ready built 
structures that could be used for fallout shelter areas. 
Presently there are no programs in existence for build- 
ing this required space. All active shelter programs 
in effect at this time are for stocking existing spaces. 
Many people have built their own family fallout shelters 
in their homes. I am planning to build one for mine 
this year. You should consider one for your family. 
We can supply you with plans for very simple inex- 
pensive home shelters or larger more elaborate and 
proportionately more expensive types. 


This past year we spent our energy mainly in 
finishing the Emergency Operating Center located in 
the Camden High School Building. It is now an oper- 
ating unit with maps of the eastern United States for 
plotting, chalk boards, radio and telephone communica- 
tion. Hundreds of hours of volunteer labor have 
brought this Control Center into being. A relatively 
small number of people have been actively engaged in 
this effort. We need more trained radiological moni- 
tors to round out the RADEF Group. We need per- 
sonnel capable of taking charge of a project and carry- 
ing it to completion. There are a number of challenging 
tasks that would make very interesting projects for a 
number of people with the time, ability and communi- 
ty spirit to carry out such a project. 
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Come up to the Emergency Operating Center any 
Wednesday night between 7 and 8 p. m., look it over, 
talk with us and see if there isn’t something you would 
like to do and at the same time help the community. 


Someday your efforts may be a contributing fac- 
tor in saving many lives, some of which might be your 
own family. We need your help, we haven’t the time 
of the talent to do all of the things that are needed to be 

one. 


An eight week course in Medical Self-Help spon- 
sored by Civil Defense was completed in February. 
This course was held at the Megunticook Grange. The 
course included the following subjects: 


Radioactive Fallout and Shelter 
Helpful Living in Emergencies 
Artificial Respiration 
Bleeding and Bandaging 
Fractures and Splinting 
Transportation of the Injured 
Burns 

Shock 

Nursing Care 

Infant and Child Care 
Emergency Child Birth

An Instructors Course on Radiological Monitoring 
is currently being held Friday nights at the Camden 
Emergency Operating Center. The instructor is from 
the University of Maine staff. 


We have set a modest goal for this year. We have 
a two-way radio system between the Emergency Op- 
erating Center, Fire Station, Police Station and are 
adding the Camden Community Hospital this year. 
Also, in conjunction with this we would like to add two 
Walkie-Talkie sets to be used in our outlying monitoring 
stations to be used also for search and rescue. 
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As you know we have a Civil Defense warning 
whistle (Diaphone) at the Fire Station mounted just 
below the regular fire whistle. What you may not 
know is that the air tank capacity is not quite large 
enough to give the complete 3 to 5 minute warning sig- 
nal. We have procured an additional air tank which 
has only to be installed to give us the necessary air stor- 
age capacity. The small air compressor at the Fire Sta- 
tion would require over two hours to bring the air pres- 
sure back to normal, this is too long. Included in this 
year’s Civil Defense budget is funds to procure a 5 hp 
air compressor. This would restore the air supply at a 
much faster rate. The small compressor would be re- 
tained as a stand-by unit. Either unit could be taken 
down for repairs without putting the fire or the CD 
whistle out of commission ; both would be used together 
in an emergency. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank those who have 
spent many hours of their spare time working on this 
project and the town officials and others whose coop- 
eration have made the way easier for us.

Report for the Year 1964 


The Knox County Regional Planning Commission 
organized under Chapter 90A, Section 64 “An Act per- 
mitting Regional Planning.” Public Laws of 1955, State 
of Maine, has completed five years of service to the 
area. 


During these years we have completed the first two 
parts of an Overall Comprehensive Plan for the devel- 
opment of the area taking into consideration the promo- 
tion of the health, safety and general welfare of the 
residents of the region. 


Paragraph C of Section 64 General Laws of the 
State of Maine, has also instructed the Commission to 
encourage the most appropriate use of land for agricul- 
ture, forestry, industry, commerce and residence; to 
provide adequate transportation and communication ; 
to provide for the proper location of public utilities and 
services ; to promote good civic design; and to encour- 
age the judicious expenditure of public funds. 


The Knox County Regional Planning Commission 
has followed the instructions as outlined by law. 


We are working with several towns on projects of 
parks and recreation. 


The Commission is working with various groups to 
provide better highway facilities in the County. We 
are also working to provide better Airport facilities and 
improve Air Service to the area. 


The Commission is working with groups interested 
in bringing water transportation in and out of the area. 
We feel that water transportation is a must for the fu- 
ture prosperity of the area. 


The Commission is also working with interested 
parties in creating new methods of utilizing our forest 
resources. 


The Commission acting as the local Area Re-devel- 
opment Agent has helped several local industries to ex-

pand, thus creating new jobs and adding to the economy 
of the area. We have also sponsored retraining pro- 
grams to aid low income people improve their own eco- 
nomic levels. 


In the recently completed Natural Resources study 
by the James W. Sewall Co. for Knox County several 
recommendations for development of these resources 
were made. The Commission has begun the implemen- 
tation of these recommendations. We have instituted 
actual exploration of some of the mineral resources of 
Knox County, and the Waldoboro area, samples have 
been taken and preliminary studies show much prom- 
ise. We will know more when the exploration is com- 
pleted; this may lead to a whole new industry for the 
area. 


The Commission will assume a very active part this 
coming year as industrial agents for the area. We are 
compiling an industrial and recreational brochure to be 
released in the spring. Through this means we hope to 
carry the story of what we have to offer here in Knox 
County to the rest of the country. This could be the 
means of attracting. new firms to the area or enlarge the 
facilities we now have to offer. 


This year the Commission has been invited to as- 
sist with the Economic Opportunity Act. This Act 
could well bring some lasting benefits to the Area in 
recreational developments. The Commission will give 
all the assistance it can provide to ensure successful 
implementation of the Act. 


Your Commission is prepared at all times to assist 
each member Municipality in promoting and programs 
destined to help the economic growth of Waldoboro and 
Knox County, and solicits your requests in behalf of 
these endeavors. Furthermore, your Commission can 
only contribute to the economic betterment of the Area 
to the extent that we have the wholehearted and com- 
plete cooperation of all the Area Municipalities.

Home nursing care remains, as always, one of the 
principal considerations of the District Nursing Asso- 
ciation.

Despite the general trend of rising costs the Dis- 
trict Nursing Association has held the line and main- 
tained its basic fee of 50 cents for the regulation nurs- 
ing visit. Financing of the Association is no small 
problem and is achieved only through a combination of 
sources. The Town appropriation of $500.00 yearly; 
generous Citizens and Summer Residents donate sums 
from time to time but these receipts are unpredictable.

It was a challenge to again become your District 
Nurse after several years working in another field. To 
become abreast with new procedures and to meet per- 
sonnel and supervisors of department, I have attended 
ten monthly meetings held at the Department of Health 
and Welfare in Augusta and one on Rehabilitation at 
the Hyde Home in Bath. These meetings are most in- 
structive in that new trends, nursing procedures and 
topics of interest are discussed, to keep the Public 
Health Nurse up to date in all fields. Also meetings in 
Rockland with the Case Committee and Welfare 
Groups, making a total of twenty-one meetings at- 
tended. 


In co-operation with the Department of Health and 
Welfare a Diabetes Clinic was held in November with 
293 tested. The Regional Tuberculosis Clinic was held 
in Rockland in October with nine from Camden being 
X-rayed. 


Six Immunization Clinics were held which includ- 
ed two Polio Clinics, Polivirus Trivalent vaccine was 
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used, each child receiving two doses eight weeks apart. 
The response at these clinics was small. 


It seemed wise not to try again, after two attempts 
to organize a well baby clinic. Instead plans are being 
made to hold pre-school clinic in addition to the usual 
immunization and vaccination clinics.

Financially it has been a never ending struggle for 
the District Nursing Association to keep going from 
one year to the next, hoping to make ends meet. It is 
a worth while organization, run by a few Civic Minded 
Ladies who realize the need and the desire to keep it a 
functioning organization. When planning donations 
and bequests why not remember the Camden District 
Nursing Association? You would have the satisfac- 
tion of supporting a truly worthy cause and helping 
many people to have the care that is needed.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the Citizens of the Camden-Rockport School District: 


I am pleased to present a report of the organization of this 
District, and of the action taken by the Board of Directors in carry- 
ing out the recommendations of the Camden-Rockport School Study 
Committee. For details of the operation of the schools, I refer you 
to the reports of the high schools, and the elementary schools, which 
follow. 


In the fall of 1963 the school committees of Camden and Rock- 
port appointed School Study Committees in their respective towns, 
to study the needs of the schools and to make suitable recommenda- 
tions. Those appointed were: 


Camden Rockport 
William Brawn, Chairman Charles E, Hare, Chairman

After several months of study, each committee determined that 
present and anticipated enrollment called for construction of at 
least four elementary classrooms in each town. After studying the 
possibility of a school district to enable the two towns to solve their 
school problems together, the two study committees combined to 
make the following recommendations: 
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Organization of a two-town School Administrative District 


Operation of a combined high school by adding to Camden High 
School 


Operation of a combined junior high school by addition to the 
Mary E. Taylor School in Camden, with an expanded cafeteria 


Addition of two rooms to the Rockport Elementary School 


Use for elementary grades in Camden of space made available 
by new construction for the junior high grades 


With the approval of the Board of Selectmen in each town, the 
two school committees made application to the State Board of Edu- 
cation for approval of the proposed district. 


State approval was granted on September 25, 1964. Voters of 
the two towns approved the proposal on November 16, 1964. The 
vote in Camden was 570 for, and 99 against. In Rockport the vote 
was 276 for, 55 against. 


The membership of the Board of Directors was set at seven, 
four to be from Camden, and three from Rockport. 


The State Board of Education set November 30, 1964 as the 
effective date of the new district, which they called School Admin- 
istrative District 28. 


At their organization meeting on November 30, the directors 
elected Gilbert Leadbetter, chairman, and Charles E. Hare, vice- 
chairman, 


In early December the Board of Directors appointed a School 
Building Committee, which includes the following persons:

The Augusta architectural firm of Bunker & Savage was se- 
lected to prepare preliminary sketches of the proposed school addi- 
tions. 


After study of construction problems and costs involved in add- 
ing to the Mary E, Taylor School, the Building Committee decided 
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it would be wiser to construct classrooms for the junior high school, 
with a cafeteria in a building separate from the Mary E. Taylor 
School, rather than in an addition to that school. 


On January 27, 1965, the Building Committee approved the pro- 
posals of the architects for additions to Camden High School and 
the Rockport Elementary School, and a separate junior high school 
to be located between the Mary E. Taylor School and Camden High 
School. 


The architects’ preliminary plans for the proposed construction 
have already been printed in local papers. 


As this report is written, it is expected that proposals for school 
construction will be presented to the voters for approval during 
March. 


The proposal for the Rockport Elementary School is the same 
as was recommended by the School Study Committee. It calls for 
two classrooms to be added at the end of the present building from 
the main entrance extending toward the parking lot. 


The proposal for the junior high school corresponds with the 
original plan of the Study Committee in classroom area, but with 
classrooms and cafeteria combined in a one story structure. 


The plan for Camden High School calls for addition of a class- 
room wing by remodeling the present shop, and adding other class- 
rooms beyond it in the direction of the parking lot. This was in- 
tended by the former building committee. when the present wing 
was constructed. 


Plans call for a new shop behind the gymnasium, as well as 
shop classroom for drawing, and other desk work, as well as a 
band room. The present band room would be converted to a bi- 
ology laboratory, and the present biology laboratory would be used 
for other science classes. 


The Board of Directors has voted to carry out the recommen- 
dation of the School Study Committee that faculty members of the 
Camden High School, and the Rockport High School be re-assigned 
to the staff of the combined high school. 


The Directors voted to use, when practical, the name Camden- 
Rockport School District, instead of the official name, School Ad- 
ministrative District No. 28. 


The name of the combined high school will be Camden-Rockport 
High School, and the junior high school will be Camden-Rockport 
Junior High School, The junior high school enrollment in Septem- 
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ber is expected to be between 200 and 225, and the high school en- 
rollment is expected to be about 525. 


The Directors have voted that the School District will continue 
to be a part of School Union 69, sharing the services of one super- 
intendent of schools and office staff. 


If school construction is authorized by the voters, and can be 
completed by September, plans call for the present Rockport High 
School Building to cease to be used as a school. If construction 
is not completed by September, the building will presumably be 
used while completion of construction is awaited, and establishment 
of the proposed combined high schools will still be planned for the 
beginning of school this fall. 


The financial statement which follows this report is a com- 
posite, made up of the figures for the separate school systems for 
the period ending November 30, and of the District for December. 
The Camden fiscal year began January 1, 1964 and the Rockport 
fiscal year began February 1, as the figures do not include January 
operations in Rockport. 


Since the organization of the Camden-Rockport School District, 
those who have worked with your Board of Directors, and the School 
Building Committee have remarked that it would be impossible to 
tell from the discussion which members come from Camden, and 
which from Rockport. The directors easily reach complete agree- 
ment on most questions, and the Board functions very efficiently 
as a working unit. 


As superintendent of schools, I have found it a very pleasant 
experience to work with and for the directors of your School Dis- 
trict.

I believe this is the largest enrollment ever for Camden High 
School to date, and actually, has to be the largest enrollment 
possible, since, next year, we will open as Camden-Rockport High 
School and Camden High School, as such, will cease to exist. 


At the close of school last spring, Mrs. Nancy Sturdee, Business 
Education, and Mrs. Virginia Craig, English Department, resigned 
to leave teaching. Mr. Frederic Brown, English Department, ac- 
cepted a grant at the University of Pennsylvania to pursue gradu- 
ate work in the field of guidance.

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(Note:—Mr. Merriam resigned in December for personal rea- 
sons). 


Mr. Timothy Rowe, a 1964 graduate of Kenyon College, replaced 
Mr. Thomas Merriam. 


The policy of continual renovation and improvement of the old 
part of the building continued last summer. One classroom and 
most of the lower corridor in the old section was completely redone 
with marked improvement. 


Various new texts were purchased in several teaching areas in 
order to replace worn-out, older books, and keep us in step with 
the newer, modern changes in all curriculum areas. Laboratory 
and library equipment and supplies continue to be kept up-to-date 
as necessary. We also purchased thirty-three (33) new lockers last 
summer to accommodate our new students. These have proven 
to be very satisfactory. 


Our extra-curricular program continues to be very active. In 
addition to the usual clubs and organizations, and varsity athletic 
program, we have sponsored in the past, we have added two new 
activities this year. Debating, which has not been sponsored here 
for several years, has been re-activated under the guidance of Mr. 
Beattie, who coached debating for four years at Lee Academy. 
Students have participated in a Debate Clinic at the University of 
Maine, and while we are not allowed to announce results since it 
was a Clinic and not an actual contest, I am very pleased with the 
fact that our debaters held their own by defeating teams from 
several of the larger schools in the state. We will have participants 
in the State Debate Contest this spring. Dramatics, under a reor- 
ganization by the talented Mr. Herron, has been re-activated also; 
we will sponsor some one-act plays this spring and also enter state 
competition in this field. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my gratitude to the 
former school committee, the new Board of Directors, and the citi- 
zens of Camden for their continued interest in our high school and 
all of its programs. It is a very pleasant experience to work in a 
community where there is such a strong desire for maintaining a 
quality program in secondary education.

The following annual report of Rockport High School is sub- 
mitted for your approval. 


Our maximum enrollment of students for the present year has 
been 124 in grades 9, 10, 11 and 12, 58 in grades 7 and 8. 


The distribution of students by classes, at present, is as follows: 
Seniors, 14 girls, 15 boys; Juniors, 18 girls, 13 boys; Sophomores, 
14 girls, 18 boys; Freshmen, 11 girls, 18 boys; Grade 8, 13 girls, 
15 boys; Grade 7, 15 girls, 15 boys. 


There are 55 students enrolled in the College Preparatory 
group, 10 in the Commercial Program, 29 in the General group, 9 
in Home Economics and 17 in Industrial Arts. 


Three new members joined our staff this year, giving us the 
best working program that we have had in my administration at 
Rockport. 


Miss Rebecca Blood has carried on our commercial program. 
She also has turned in a fine record as our new girls’ basketball 
coach. 


Mr. Roger Samson comes to us from Colorado State College 
with many new ideas and a lot of enthusiasm toward his work. 
He has added a long needed course of Developmental Reading to 
our curriculum. This course has done more for some of our stu- 
dents who have problems in their academic program, than any 
subject that we have ever been able to offer. Mr. Samson has also 
coached our Volleyball team and will handle our girls’ Softball team 
this spring, 


Mr. Richard Knight, not really a new member to Rockport, re- 
turns to handle a varied field of subjects and assumes a heavy 
load of our extra-curricular activities. Our remaining faculty 
members have been with us continuing on their daily program. 


Early this fall we were fortunate to have some acceptances at 
the University of Maine for our Seniors. Many have plans to furth- 
er their education and at the present time we are pleased with their 
acceptance by other schools and look forward to receiving many 
acceptances in the future, making this one of our top classes to 
pass through Rockport High School. 


We had students participating in the Maine Teachers’ Associa- 
tion Academic Recognition and Scholarship Program, the National 
Merit Scholarship and the Betty Crocker Awards. 
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This year has been especially busy since November 30 when we 
officially became Maine School Administrative District No. 28, and 
will be called The Camden and Rockport High School. We plan an 
early pre-registration of all students so we can offer each student 
a better schedule next year in the new school. 


Other extra curricular activities include a Mixed Chorus, School 
Band, Dramatic Club, Student Council, Press Club, Athletic Associ- 
ation, National Honor Society, and a Future Teachers of America 
Club. We published a student yearbook the ‘‘Tatler,’’ and the 
annual Carnival was a success. 


I wish to thank all members of the School Committee, Adminis- 
tration, Parent-Teacher Association, Band Parents, Faculties of 
both schools, Secretarial Staff, Bus Drivers, and Janitor for the fine 
cooperation during my fourth year. I wish to remind you that we 
are always glad to have you visit school and if you have questions 
I am more than pleased to discuss these educational matters with 
you. I have enjoyed my association with the Town of Rockport.

Rockport High School 
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To the Board of Directors of the Camden-Rockport School District: 


When school began in September the enrollment was approxi- 
mately five hundred at the Mary E. Taylor School and one hundred 
fifty at the Elm Street School for a combined enrollment of six 
hundred fifty in the elementary grades of Camden. 


There were three changes in our teaching staff. Mrs. Esther 
Rogers retired in June, after thirty-one years of teaching music in 
Camden. Miss Janice Parkinson replaced her as supervisor of 
vocal music. Miss Parkinson formerly taught in Arlington, Indiana. 


Mrs. Wilma Rhodes, head teacher of the Elm Street School, and 
teacher of the Sub-Primary, retired in June. Mrs. Lois Sprague 
replaced her. Mrs. Sprague has previously taught the same grade 
at the Mary E. Taylor School. 


Mr. Paul Hurlburt, a native of Camden, replaced Maynard Wal- 
ton as junior high school science teacher. He formerly taught at 
Wiscasset. 


The curriculum of all elementary grades was improved by 
revision of the mathematics program. 


John Sims was chairman of a study committee which included 
Arthur Andrews, Maralyn Barter, Evelyn Goodwin, Alwilda Nor- 
wood and Marjorie Steen. This committee reviewed many text- 
books, studied the needs of all grades, and selected a new modern 
mathematics series for recommended adoption. The School Com- 
mittee approved, and the series is now in use by all grades. 


We feel that the new mathematics program has found its place 
in our curriculum, and is being received with interest by students, 
teachers, and parents. 


Additional equipment has been provided for science teaching, 
and we now have a well-equipped science room. Twelve to sixteen 
pupils at a time can now perform experiments. When equipment 
now used in Rockport is combined with that used in Camden, 
science instruction will include ample laboratory experience. 


We have an excellent activity program this year. 


The junior band meets twice a week, and Mr. Coombs, as direc- 
tor, also offers individual lessons at other times. There are 
thirty in the junior high band, and twenty-three in the beginners 
group. 


Miss Parkinson directed an outstanding Christmas pageant, 
with all pupils participating. Mrs. Barrett assisted with costuming 
and stage effects. 
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Miss Parkinson has organized a junior high chorus, and a boys’ 
group known as Whiteley’s Warblers. Both groups have made fine 
progress. 


The school plans an operetta for March or April, to be staged 
at the Opera House. 


Other activities include junior high prize speaking, the state 
spelling contest, and of course, basketball. 


Mr. Hurlburt coached the team, which included fifteen players. 
The cheerleading squad was very active under Miss Parkinson’s 
direction. 


As a part of a long range maintenance program hot topping 
over gravel has made much improvement in the playground area. 
If present plans for a separate junior high school are approved, 
we hope that we can add to the curriculum, and activities, and im- 
prove scheduling. 


We hope that no classroom will include pupils from more than 
one grade, and we plan to add a third teacher for each grade num- 
bering more than seventy pupils. This would probably include all 
grades but the Sub-Primary and fourth. There would also be an 
additional seventh grade section in the junior high. 


I would like to thank the many kind and thoughtful people 
within and outside the school system who have helped make our 
school program a success.

Enrollment and Faculty 


The school year of 1964-65 at the Rockport Elementary School 
began on September 7, 1964. September 8 was devoted to pre-school 
conferences and classes began on September 9. The building housed 
this year grades one to six. The sub-primary, due to the over- 
crowded conditions of the building, had to be moved to the Rock- 
port Baptist Church this year. We would like to thank Rev. Carl 
Small and the members of the church for the fine co-operation they 
have given us. Our thanks are also extended to Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Rhodes for the refrigerator that they have donated to us 
for use in the church. The sub-primary was moved to the church 
because of our need to have, again this year, two first grades. For 
the past two years we’ have found it necessary to divide our sub- 
primary, because of large enrollments, into two grades when they 
enter grade one. 


The enrollment figures as of January 1, 1965 are as follows:

Our enrollment figures show that it will be again necessary in 
Rockport next year to have two first grades, thus making the 
number of classrooms grow from the present nine to eleven. We 
hope that a new classroom wing can be constructed this summer 
which will include two classrooms and service areas. Eleven class- 
rooms will give us a pupil-teacher ratio of about 21 to 1. This will 
enable us to spend more time with each child. 


We have had only one staff addition this year. Mrs. Deborah 
Moxon came to us from Portland to teach the combination grades 
5 and 6. Mrs. Moxon is a recent graduate of the University of 
Maine. She filled the position made vacant by Mrs. Hurlburt who 
transferred to grade two. 
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Curriculum 
We believe that the improvement of our society depends upon 
citizens who think clearly, read critically, discuss intelligently, 
evaluate ideas independently and choose to act wisely. We believe 
that the seriousness of education demands, on the part of the stu- 
dent and the parents, an equal seriousness. The pupils’ parents 
should be active in their child’s education. 


During the school year 1963-64 our staff concentrated on evalu- 
ating two areas, math and science. Our conclusion was generally 
this: we must do something to strengthen the two areas. After 
some time was spent reviewing programs and textbooks we made a 
recommendation to the School Committee: 


1. Convert our mathematics program from traditional to mod- 
ern mathematics. 

2. Change our science program and science text in grades 4, 
5, and 6. 

Both recommendations were accepted by the Committee and 
the changes were made. All the teachers attended several mathe- 
matics orientation meetings which helped us to understand the 
new program. 

Otis Mental Ability tests will be given in some grades and Stan- 
ford Achievement tests will be given in all grades during the spring 
term. Achievement test results will be tabulated and the results 
will be sent home to the parents. 

Our physical education program which was introduced last 
year, has grown in success. Again, with the support of the P.T.A., 
we have been able to add several pieces of equipment. We have 
a faculty study committee working to improve the program under 
the direction of Mrs. Hurlburt. 

The music program is operating very smoothly under the direc- 
tion of Miss Patricia Magee. Again this year we have over thirty 
students participating in the instrumental program. 

Next year we plan, because of high enrollment, to have two 
sixth grades. It is our plan to operate a departmentalized pro- 
gram in grades five and siix. 

The tone of instruction at the Rockport Elementary School is 
set to—‘‘Becoming aware of the necessity to think about—the whys 
of the things around us, as—being a foundation for a greater and 
more interesting life, rather than a pleasant acceptance of things 1n 
life as an unearned right—.’’ 

I thank you for the co-operation you have given me and for 
the fine attitude that you share toward your school.

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Report of the School Nurse 


One of the greatest contributions the school and 
community can give to a child is the assistance neces- 
sary to acquire the knowledge and ability to under- 
stand his health needs; guidance in learning to solve 
his health problems; and the development of attitudes 
and behavior conducive to healthy, happy and _ suc- 
cessful living. 


The parents, the physicians, the school personnel, 
Camden, as a community, work cooperatively toward 
this goal. 


A committee from Camden Women’s Club, using 
the school vision tester, tested the vision of 1,018 pu- 
pills. 


Kenneth Green, O. D., kindly tested the vision of 
those few children unable to be tested with the vision 
tester. One hundred forty-six children failed to pass 
the vision test. Parents were notified of this visual 
failure. Many required eye glasses for the first time, 
some required a change of the lens, while special ex- 
ercises were recommended by the family optometrist or 
opthamologist for some others. Parents have been 
most cooperative in following recommendations, and 
almost all corrections have been made. 


Six hundred sixty hearing tests were given by the 
School Nurse. The puretone audiometer was used for 
the testing. Twenty-three failed this test three times, 
and written notices were sent to the parents. The fam- 
ily physicians were able to treat the conditions found 
for some of these children. Some children were re- 
ferred by their physician to specialists, or to the State 
Hard of Hearing clinics; where treatments to alleviate 
the condition were instituted. Three were fitted with 
hearing aids. The hearing tests are not as yet com- 
pleted. 


Gary Witham, D.M.D., School Dentist, examined the 
teeth of 748 pupils. Five hundred eighty-one pupils 
were found in need of dental care. Notices were sent to 
each parent. 
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Dental health is a condition that requires daily at- 
tention. Many factors are involved, such as proper diet, 
proper brushing with a proper brush, frequent check 
ups from the dentist and avoiding known practices det- 
rimental to dental health. 


In order to prevent certain serious illnesses, pre- 
ventive measures are offered. 


David V. Mann, M.D., Health Officer for the Town 
of Camden held immunization clinics: 


211 pupils received vaccinations for the preven- 
tion of Smallpox. 


100 percent were successful. 


268 doses of Diphtheria—tetanus toxoid were giv- 
en. 


394 doses of Poliovirus vaccine were administered 
in January, and 


116 doses of Type I Sabin vaccine were given to a 
different group of pupils this fall. 


Flu vaccine was administered to 35 of the school 
personnel. 


Alta Ashley, M.D., Health Officer of District #3, 
State of Maine, conducted a Tuberculin testing program 
for pupils enrolled in grades Sub-Primary, Seven, and 
Twelve. One hundred eighty-three pupils were tested, 
five tested positive and were requestd to have chest 
X-rays. These X-rays were all negative, but these pu- 
pils should have yearly chest X-rays. No active case of 
tuberculosis was found in the schools. 


David V. Mann, M.D., as School Physician, gave 
Health examinations to 337 pupils. Seventeen parents 
were notified of health needs requiring attention, and 
the necessary corrections have been made by the fam- 
ily physician where possible. Twenty-three children 
are attending the clinics for Crippled Children, Cardiac, 
Hard of Hearing, Pediatric or Speech. These clinics are 
maintained by the Maternal and Child Health Bureau, 
State of Maine Department of Health and Welfare. 
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The School Nurse made 57 home visits to families 
needing assistance with their children’s health prob- 
lems. 


I wish to express gratitude to the school personnel, 
the physicians, parents and all who have assisted with 
helping the school pupils through the School Health 
Program.

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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING FOR 1964 
March 9, 1964 


The Town Meeting to be held on March ninth at the Allen Pay- 
son Fire Station was declared open at 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon 
in compliance with our Town Warrant to transact the business 
therein. 


The Reverend David R. Surette gave an opening prayer and 
following the prayer everyone joined in the Pledge of Allegiance 
to the Flag. 


The reading of the Warrant and Constable’s return was passed 
over except for Article 1 until at such a time a Moderator had been 
elected. 


Article 1. Nominations were received from the floor for a 
Moderator by the Town Clerk. Upon receiving only Albert Hoffses 
hame, he was elected unanimously by a vote of thirteen votes 
whereupon he was sworn in by the Deputy Town Clerk, and there- 
after presided over the meeting. 


Article 2. The Moderator appointed a committee of three to 
bring in a list of names to serve on the Budget Committee namely: 
Evander Andrews, Carlton Dougherty, Charles Lowe, Charles EF. 
MacMullen, Millett C. Perkins, Edward P. Prescott, John E. Rain- 
frette, Richard N. Stone, for a period of three years. Mrs. Olive 
Chapin for a period of two years. Voted to accept list presented. 


Article 3. Results of voting by Australian ballot for Town Of- 
officers were: The number of votes cast were 803. For Selectmen, 
Assessors and Overseer of the Poor for three year terms: G. Willis 
Hodson had 531 votes; and Parker S. Laite had 614 votes. Both 
were elected. Orman Goodwin had 726 votes and was declared 
Town Clerk. Orman Goodwin had 725 votes for Town Treasurer 
and was declared elected. L. Lenore Niles had 554 votes and Carl 
Milliken had 243 with L. Lenore Niles being elected Tax Collector. 
For School Board Stephen Gross had 678 and S. Pearce Holton II 
had 92 votes, Stephen Gross was declared elected. 


The remainder of the Articles in the Warrant were taken up in 
the Opera House at the evening session called at 7:30 o’clock. 


The Moderator announced the results of the voting whereupon 
the Town Clerk Pro-tem was appointed by the Moderator, to take 
the records of said meeting. L. Lenore Niles was appointed. 
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The selectmen were also sworn in by the Moderator prior to 
continuing with the remaining articles of the warrant.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count 
of cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy 
of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correct- 
ness of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax col- 
lections were verified with copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Debt and trust fund transactions were reviewed and se- 
curities were verified by actual inspection. Surety bond coverage 
was reviewed. 


The records maintained by the Superintendent of Schools were 
not examined; however, his report of receipts, disbursements and 
closing balances was on file and reconciled with the records of the 
Town. 


The records of the Trustees of the Mountain View Cemetery, 
Oak Hill Cemetery Association and the Camden Public Library 
were reviewed.
